The &/o left 
Saigon on the 6th September, with a full cargo 
of rice and 800 Chinese passengers, -bound for 
Hoogkong. All went well until the 8th Septem- 
ber when at q a.m. her shaft snapped in two, 
causing the atern tube'to immediately break in 
several pleces., The vessel was then in lat, 
14.15 deg. north and long. 110.3 deg. east. It 
was, of course, impossible to effect repairs 
at sea, although the weather was very 
fine at that time, and as there was no 
wiad to speak of the anlls were useless and the 
vevsel therefore lay helple«s and drifting, Two 
days later (the-roth) the Phra-Chom.Klao hove 
fo sight and in response to signals of distrees 
bore down upon the helpless vessel and took ber

was a simple matter, but later on a heavy 
northerly swell madé the task somewhat difficalt, 
and matters did not Improve when the swell 
Caused by a typhoon which entered the Gulf of 
Tonkin at ‘that time became: exceedingly 
heavy.

So far, however, no Japanese 
forces have ventured ovcy this way, but on the 
contrary they are ptf] golng further north, As 
far as we can gather the Japancse Squadron (16 
th!ps) was off Shro-bal-kwan a few days ago.. 

The Chinese expect the Japanese to land fn 
Lpng-Mun harbour, a place about ra miles to 
the south-east of Chefoo, and much to our relief 
they have sent the soldiers from the Chefoo forts 
to protect that place. me gl 

We tcarn that the Japanese are busy trying to 
raise the Chinese crutsers Céaoyang and Yang.
